To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1939  ;  drawn  tip 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Though  much  belated  on  account  of  depleted  staff  and  much 
additional  work  to  accomplish,  occasioned  by  war  conditions  ; 
detailed  and  tabulated  statements  of  the  activities  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  records  of  morbidity  and  mortality  have 
nevertheless  been  compiled  to  ensure  a  sequence  of  records. 

The  evacuation  in  September  of  women  and  children  from 
the  evacuable  area  of  the  Borough  by  the  Government  scheme 
caused  but  a  temporary  reduction  of  the  population  since  most 
of  the  evacuees  returned  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Despite  the  altered  conditions  of  living  and  working  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  occasioned  by  the  advent  of  war,  it  is 
pleasing  to  record  the  absence  of  any  epidemic  condition  and  a 
continuance  of  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  population  as 
evidenced  by  a  lower  .death  rate,  higher  birth  rate  and  the  lowest 
infantile  mortality  rate  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough. 

I  again  thank  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the 
staff  for  their  assistance  and  consideration,  and  record  my  thanks 
to  the  staff  for  their  co-operation.

Social  Conditions. — The  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  is 
situated  on  the  north  bank  of  the  River  Tyne  between  the  City 
and  County  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  on  the  east. 

The  Borough  has  a  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  and  an  area  of 
3,543.993  acres. 

The  area  is  almost  entirely  industrial,  the  chief  industries 
being  coal  mining  and  export,  rope  making,  shipbuilding  and 
repairing,  marine  and  general  engineering. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes,  and  provide 
canteen  and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees,  whilst  pit 
head  baths  are  provided  by  the  local  Colliery  Company. 

With-  the  exception  of  female  labour  employed  by  a  large 
rope  works,  industrial  labour  is  otherwise  almost  entirely  confined 
to  males.

Births. — During  1939  there  were  781  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  17.27  per  1,000  population  compared  with  736  births  and 
a  rate  of  16.7  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  total  births  408  were 
males  and  373  females.  These  figures  regarding  births  are  the 
Registrar  General’s  corrected  number  for  “  Inward  ”  and  “  Out¬ 
ward  ”  transfer  births. 


There  were  26  illegitimate  births  (11  male  and  15  female),  or 
3.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births.

(1)  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  also  bacteriological  specimens  from  practitioners,  the  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  Laboratory  of  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  at  Newburn-on-Tyne. 

(2)  Foodstuffs  and  water  are  sent  for  chemical  examination 
to  J.  &  H.  S.  Pattinson,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance 
is  provided  and  kept  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.

(1)  General. 

There  are  two  voluntary  nursing  associations  in  the 
Borough,  the  Wallsend  and  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing 
Associations  respectively,  each  of  which  maintains  a  staff  of 
visiting  nurses. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  local  Authority  where  necessary 
visit  and  assist  in  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

The  authority  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  whose  medical  and  nursing  tuberculosis 
staff  keep  in  touch  with  notified  cases  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
or  at  their  homes,  also  all  notified  cases  are  visited  by  the  Local 
Authority’s  Health  Visitors,  and  a  card  detailing  the  conditions 
and  home  circumstances  is  completed  in  each  case,  further  a 
liaison  is  maintained  regarding  cases  between  the  local  Health 
Department  and  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  staff. 

(4)  Midwives. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  are  the  Supervising 
Authority  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  and  have  four  paid 
Midwives  serving  in  the  Borough,  together  with  the  midwives 
attached  to  the  Willington  Quay  Maternity  Hospital,  besides 
which,  two  independent  midwives  continue  their  practices.

(2)  Maternity. 

The  Wallsend  Maternity  Hospital  was  reconstructed  with 
increased  provision  up  to  16  maternity  beds  from  Feb.  2nd,  1939. 

The  Willington  Quay  Maternity  Hospital  with  14  beds 
evacuated  to  Stagshaw  in  September. 

(3)  Children. 

Apart  from  the  provision  of  three  or  four  cots  at  the  Wallsend 
General  and  Maternity  Hospital,  there  is  no  other  hospital  premises 
for  children  in  Wallsend. 

(4)  General. 

Apart  from  the  Wallsend  General  and  Maternity  Hospital 
with  accommodation  of  9  beds  and  3  cots  for  general  medical 
and  surgical  cases,  which  it  is  proposed  to  increase,  there  is  no 
other  general  hospital  provision  in  the  Borough. 

(5)  Fever. 

From  April  1st,  1938,  isolation  hospital  provision  was  made 
and  administered  by  the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Board,  with 
hospitals  at  Wallsend  and  Scaffold  Hill.

Infantile  Mortality . — There  were  44  deaths  among  infants 
under  one  year  showing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  56.9  per 
1,000  births  compared  with  85.5  in  1938.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  of  the  year  1939  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough. 

Of  the  44  deaths,  29  occurred  among  males  and  15  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  71.7  and  40.6  per  1,000 
male  and  female  births  respectively. 

There  was  1  death  of  an  illegitimate  infant  child. 

Neo-natal  deaths  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  18,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  23.2  per  1,000 
births.  Further,  of  the  18  infants  who  died  in  the  first  month  of 
life,  13  died  in  the  first  week.

MILK  FOODS 

During  the  year  8.07  tons  of  milk  foods  were  retailed  at  cost 
price  at  the  two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  6.11 
tons  were  distributed  free,  compared  with  7.92  tons  and  5.68 
tons  respectively  in  the  preceeding  year. 

As  well  as  increased  sales  of  milk  food  stuffs  during  the  year, 
there  was  also  an  increased  free  distribution  owing  to  the  cessation 
at  the  end  of  June  of  the  Joint  Council  of  Midwifery’s  scheme. 

Up  to  the  30th  June  the  Joint  Council  of  Midwifery’s  scheme, 
of  the  National  Birthday  Trust  Fund,  by  grants  from  the  Comm¬ 
issioner  for  the  Special  Areas,  was  available,  and  118  expectant 
mothers  received  sterilized  dressings  and  a  weekly  ante-natal 
supply  of  food  stuffs  till  one  month  after  confinement. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Service. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  provide  a  salaried 
domiciliary  midwifery  service  for  the  area,  in  addition  to  which 
on  March  1st  the  Local  Authority  commenced  a  free  ante  and 
post  natal  medical  supervision  for  all  expectant  mothers  in  the 
Borough  by  a  panel  of  local  general  medical  practioners,  who  are 
paid  a  capitation  fee  in  respect  of  each  case,  and  a  free  choice  of 
doctor  is  afforded. 

Whilst  the  Supervising  Authority  afford  assistance  to  Mid¬ 
wives  when  medical  help  is  necessary,  the  Local  Authority  also 
afford  specialist  consultation  or  assistance  for  any  ante,  intra,  or 
post  natal  condition  considered  necessary,  besides  which,  up  to 
September  2nd  when  the  Willington  Quay  Maternity  Hospital 
evacuated  to  Stagshaw  there  were  two  Maternity  Hospitals  in 
the  Borough.  Further,  arrangement  is  made  with  the  Princess 
Mary  Maternity  Hospital,  Newcastle,  for  the  admission  of  urgent 
and  difficult  maternity  cases,  whilst  also  the  latter  hospital’s 
emergency  specialist  squad  is  available  for  immediately  urgent 
domicialiary  cases. 

Free  sterilized  maternity  outfits  are  supplied  to  all  expectant 
mothers,  and  free  home  helps  are  afforded  in  approved  necessitous 
cases  at  the  cost  of  the  Local  Authority  ;  and  after  the  lying-in¬ 
period  Health  Visitors  make  repeated  domiciliary  visits,  and  keep 
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the  mother  and  infant  tinder  observation,  besides  which  the 
services  of  the  two  Welfare  Centres  are  available  for  medical 
advice,  food  stuffs,  etc. 

During  the  year  £25  was  paid  to  midwifes  and  the  two 
Maternity  Hospitals  in  the  area,  in  respect  of  necessitous  confine¬ 
ment  cases,  and  £40  is  paid  annually  to  the  Princess  Mary 
Maternity  Hospital,  Newcastle  in  respect  of  patients  admitted 
from  Wallsend  :  further  £11  2s.  Od.  was  paid  for  specialists’ 
service. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS 
AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

The  Newcastle  Diocesan  Association  for  Rescue  have  a 
Wallsend  Branch  and  shelter  at  66,  Park  Road  in  charge  of  Miss 
Card,  and  afford  valuable  assistance  in  the  protection  and  welfare 
of  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children. 
Besides  assisting  in  securing  affiliation  orders,  and  situations  for 
mothers,  the  Association  also  assists  in  securing  admission  to 
maternity  homes  and  homes  for  infants.

A  plentiful  and  wholesome  water  supply  throughout  the  whole 
area  is  maintained  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water  Company. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory  and  regular  chemical 
and  bacteriological  tests  are  made  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of 
a  high  standard. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  pure  domestic  supply,  in  summer  time  water 
is  available  from  other  sources  for  industrial  use,  street  watering, 
etc. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE

the  Borough.

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PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is 
largely  attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions 
for  male,  female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous 
aeration  filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there 
is  a  complete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The 
bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  mission  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


SCHOOLS 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected 
as  well,  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 


DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed  in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 

A  centralised  veterinary  service  has  been  established  and 
veterinary  inspections  required  by  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts 
are  carried  out  by  the  Divisional  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Local  Authorities,  however,  retain  important  powers  and 
duties  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  the  promulgation 
of  the  Ministry’s  Orders. 

SWINE  FEVER 

Four  suspected  cases  of  swine  fever  were  reported  during  the 
year,  but  on  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s 
Veterinary  Inspector,  the  disease  was  not  confirmed.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES, 

MUSIC  HALLS,  ETC. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
contained  in  Circular  120,  dated  August  25th,  1920,  relating  to 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  above  premises,  inspections  were 
made  and  certificates  issued  regarding  sanitary  accommodation, 
proper  ventilation  and  cleanliness.
